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in the revolutionary war). By occupation he was a steamboat 
captain. They resided in Scipio, Cayuga county, N. Y. Noah 
Goodwin was captain of the Enterprise, the first steamboat on 
Cayuga Lake. Jennet ( Wheeler) Goodwin died shortly after the 
birth of her son, and Captain Noah Goodwin died about 1830. 
His relatives resided at Goodwin's Point, Tompkins county, 
N. Y. Mr. Mulks finds a number of persons yet living who re- 
member Captain Goodwin and the Enterprise, but they think 
his name was Elijah Goodwin. I cannot determine the proper 
place in this family of either a Noah or an Elijah Goodwin.

THE GOODWINS OF KENT CO., MARYLAND, AND NEW 
CASTLE, DELAWARE. 

While it is known that Devoreaux Goodwin settled in Kent 
county about 1643 and had children, yet it has not been possible 
to trace any of the Maryland families to him. I can find no 
record of the ancestry of John Gooden, of Philadelphia, but am 
indebted to Mr. Gilbert Cope, the genealogist of West Chester, 
Pa., for the following account of him : 

At Philadelphia Monthly Meeting of Friends, 4th of first 
month, 1683-'84: 

"John Gooden, proposing his intentions of marriage with 
Sarah Kitchen, It was ordered by the meeting that Samuel Car- 
penter and John Goodson do enquire into his manner of Life and 
Conversation, and his clearnes from Engagements, and make 
report thereof to the Clerk of the meeting, that so a Certificate 
may accordingly be either granted him or refused, and if he ap- 
pear clear, it is agreed by the meeting that the Clerk do grant 
him a Certificate in the name of the meeting." 

(She belonged to Abington Monthly Meeting, Philadelphia 
county.) 

At Philadelphia Monthly Meeting, "held at the meeting house 
upon the front of Delaware the twenty-seventh of the third 
month, 1687." 

"Melissant Hodgkins and Elizabeth Frampton presents 
George Smedley and Sarah Gooden, who published their inten- 
tions of marriage, it being the first time, friends appoint William 
Southerby and William Boulding to Enquire into the mans 
clearness, and also to assist them in securing something for the 
womans Child, and make report thereof to the next monthly 
meeting." 

"At our Monthly Meeting, held at the meeting house upon the 
front of Delaware this Twenty-fourth of the fourth month, 1687. 

"George Smedley & Sarah Gooden presented themselves the 
second time, and published their intentions of marriage. Friends
